Production during September, 1931, 
aggregated 1,797,475 pounds as com- 
pared with 1,287,648 for September, 
1930, representing an increase of 509,- 
827 pounds or 39.5 per cent, 


The output from January 1 to Sep-|_ 


tember 30, 1831, reached the impres- 
sive total of 15,717,911 pounds, as 
compared with 11,564,576 pounds for 
the corresponding period of 1930. The 
increase of 4,153,335 pounds, repre- 
sents a production 35.9 per cent. high- 
er than that of last year. 


Separate Grade For 
Garnet Wheat Asked 


Be Zxcluded From Contract 
Grades Of Northern Classes 

Garnet wheat will be excluded from 
the contract grades of the northern 
classes after July 31, 1932, if a rego- 
lution passed unanimously by the 
Western Grain Standards Board is ap- 
proved and the Canadian Grain Act 
duly amended at the next session of 
parliament. 

The resolution urged that it be 
graded as a separate variety of wheat 
in grades to be known as number one, 
two and three Garnet, with anything 
which fails to meet the requirements 
of these grades being included in the 
lower grades of the red spring wheat.

Wilkins Has Plans 
For Another Attempt 


Hopes To Make Second Submarine 
Trip To Arctic 

Sir Hubert Wilkins, Arctic explorer, 
returned to New York on the North 
German Lloyd liner “Bremen” from 
his partly successful attempt to trav- 
el ‘under the ice to the North Pole. 
He is to lecture about his expedition 
and hopes later to return to Spitzber- 
gen and make another attempt in a 
new submarine, constructed and 
equipped for the task. 

A great deal of material had been 
collected by the scientists on board 
the “Nautilus,” Sir Hubert said, which 
he, felt sure would prove very val- 
uable to ocean orthography. The 
reports are being prepared at Bergen 
by three scientists, an American, a 
German and a Norwegian. 

The submarine went down 500 feet, 
Sir Hubert said, and travelled tinder 
ice 15 feet thick. The craft weighed 
2,080 tons and forced her way back 
to the surface at a place where the 
ice was only 3 inches thick. In doing 
this, the diving rudder was torn off. 

The; party found sea valleys north 
of Spitzbergen that were 12,000 feet 
deep, while the ridges were only 2,- 
400 feet from the surface of the sea, 
Four different water temperatures 
were found—surface cold, just below, 
also cold, then warm, and atthe bot- 
tom it was extremely warm, the ex- 
plorer said. Mud brought up from 
the bottom was found to be dry and 
crumbly. The loss of the diving 
rudder prevented the expedition’s 
plans from being carried out fully.

No Inter-Planetary Communication 


University Professor Has No Faith In 
Trips To the Moon Or Other. 
Planets 

Venturing into the realm .of pro- 
phecy, Dr. Balfour W. Currie, Ph.D., 
of the Department of Physics .at the 
University of Saskatchewan, told a 
service club that man would never 
reach the moon nor other planets. 
Such desires, he said, must ever re- 
main in the: world of fancy. 

Dr. Currie blamed meteorite activ- 
ity for much poor radio reception, de- 
claring that falling meteors “ionized” 
the atmosphere and created a difficult 
radio patch. He stated that more than 
20,000,000 meteors strike. the world’s 
atmosphere daily, and predicted that 
around November 16 or 17, next year, 
a tremendous “shower” of meteors 
would be seen. 

The professor declared that the 
whole planetary system originated 
about 300,000,000 years ago, basing 
his calculations on radio activity 
present in many rocks of the earth. 
Other interesting statements included 

a hazard that the atmosphere of this 
| world extends about 100 to 115° miles 
high and’ that most meteorites stop 
| glowing when they are 15 miles above 
the earth.

Extend Closed Season 


Beaver Cannot Be Trapped In Sas- 
katchewan Until 1934 

By an order-in-council passed on 
October 16, the closed season for 
beaver has been extended over the 
entire area of the province to Decem- 
ber 31, 1934, according to A, E. Etter, 
game commissioner of Saskatchewan. 

Beaver have been protected in the 
province over a period of four or 
five years through order-in-council, 
and until the order of October 16 the 
season for trapping was due to open 
this year. 

Trappers are warned to heed the 
new order which has extended the 
protective season for the next two 
years. 


Bumper Crop Of Potatoes 


Though grain production is less this 
year in Canada than in 1930, the 
crop of potatoes is a bumper one. 
The official preliminary estimate 
places the total yield for 1931 at 92,- 
558,330 bushels from 576,200 acres, 
compared with 80,401,660 bushels 
from 571,300 acres in 1980. The aver- 
age yield this year was about 160 
bushels per acre. Last year the aver-

a population of 936,182 according to 
the official census taken in June of 
this year. The increase since the 
decennial census of 1921 is 271,927, 
or 37.55 per cent.

Experience Is Limited 


United States Has Not 
Secret Of Lending 

Before the war, England conducted 
the great bulk of the world’s trade 
with a trifling gold stock, and she 
| took care to prevent an accumulation 
of it by free lending abroad. But 
though the United States has £1,000,- 
000,000 of gold she is doing nothing 
with it, and unconsciously is thereby 
helping to accentuate and prolong the 
depression in world trade, from which 
she is now suffering as acutely as any 
other country. America has had only 
a limited experience as a_ creditor 
country, and it may appear to her 
that she cannot advantageously 
lend to bad debtors. Debtors more 
| urgently need assistance when things 
are bad than when they are good.

RAIL V8. TRUCK PROBLEM 

The rail versus trutk controver- 
sy is not a problem that concerns this 
country and this continent alone, It 
became acute in England many years 
ago, and so far as fhe railways in 
that country are concerned they have 
met the situation by going into the 


truck and bus business on their own], 


account, This, however, still leaves 
unsolved the question as between the 
general public and the truck and bus 
owners, no matter who the latter may 
be, as to the terms on which roads 
provided by the public may fairly be 
used for private commercial gain. 
The whole problem in Canada is 
therefore twofold; the competition 
between railroads, one of the 
tems being national property, and 
1oad vehicles; and the terms under 
which commercial road vehicles may 
justifiably make wse of public high- 
ways. ' 
Pully twenty years ago it was 
Clearly laid down in Great Britain 
that over short distances and for 
intermittent work the road vehicle 
was even then able to compete with 


the railways, but that for long hauls 
and r service the latter pos- 
sessed advantage. Since then 


intain their own right of way, 

for which ‘they pay property taxes, 
and ‘which taxes are used in part to 
pay for and keep up ioads used by 
their competitors, The IJstter, if 
taxed at all beyond the scale levied 
on all road-users and property own- 
ers, are mot made ‘to pay in propor- 
tion to the advantage they derive, 
nor in proportion to the wear and 
tear their theavy vehicles impose on 
the highway. : 

Bus and truck companies, however, 
may legitimately contend that in the 
‘course of years they fhave been al- 
lowed. to build up an important in- 
dustry which gives to the public sew 
vice not provided by the railways; 
and in Ontario the truck owners have 
produced figures which, if correct, 
would show \Whiat the net return on 
the total investment is little > more 
Ahan bank interest on the money. 
This however is hard to credit; and 
a better argument is advanced to the 
effect that, especially in country 
districts, truck service alone enables 
many farmers and storekeepers a 
keep their head above water. « 

The whble presents a problem in- 
tricate and ungent, demanding thor- 
ough investigation. Its complications 
are added to by national ownership 
of a great Canadian railway system. 
and by the circumstances that Can- 
ada hes, as Sir Alexander Gibb 
pointed out, spent ‘on internal trans- 
portation facilities in advance of ther 
means and must be paid for by drafts 
upon the future. Another complica- 
ting circumstances is the congestion 
which already exists on many high- 
ways, indicating that Canada’s road 
facilities are not anywhere ahead of 
her needs, even if they may be in ad- 
vance of her means, That this pro- 
blem of railways, busses‘‘and trucks 
must be solved is obvious. ~

cities has made us vulnerable to |per- 
jods of workd depression. In’ the 
West, of course we are vulnerable in 
any case because to live we must 
sel out wheat, But we ‘should be less 
vulnerable if more of our people 
‘were engaged in primary protection 
which ensures against ‘hunger and 
want, i ix*-3 
Oanada was built by. men and wo- 
men who went to the land—settlers 
who began with no means of trans- 
portation, with rude implements, in 
desolation and danger. It should not 
be difficult for many of our citizens 
to turn again to the land. Further- 
more, there is no necessity for them 
to endure the privations of their 
forefathers, even of a generation 
‘“‘Back to the Jkand’’ should not 
mean back to privation and hardship. 
It should not be a catchword to throw 
the surplus people out of our cities 
and leave them to sink or swim by 
themselves on the edge of civiliza- 
tion. It means—or should mean, 
a movement to build up an independ- 
ent rural population, enjoying the 
benefits of modern agrictltural know- 
ledge, of a transportation system al- 
ready developed, and the comforts of 
the present age. 
_ Thanks to research work on ex- 
perimental fiarms, to the car, the 
railway and the radio the land no 
longer means terrible hardship, iso- 
lation and loneliness. It should 
mean a measure of comfort for many 
who today are living in discomfort 
and hardship in our cities. And to 
bring about the desired consumma- 
tion, the movement would have to be 
organized with the greatest efficien- 
cy. 
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BRITAIN’S CHANCE 


News reports from Great Britain 
indicate that the rearousal of indus- 
trial activity which first became ev- 
ident some weeks ago is increasing in 
extent and intensity. Orders are pil- 
ing up in the woolen centres the 
steel and iron districts and the fish- 
eries.' Automobile manufacturers 
are increasing their output to phen- 
ominal figures, and one company has 
declared a 10 per cent. dividend. 

When thé Prince of Wales deliver- 
ed a series of speeches upon his 
South American tour, he stressed the 
necessity for increased sales  effic- 
ency, for adaptability on the part 
of the British manufacturer and 
Merchants,’ and to follow the old 
maxim, ‘‘The customer is right.’’ 

How far the Prince’s advice thas 
already been taken we cannot ‘ttelt. 
It well may be that this wave of act- 
ivity is due to the better methods a- 
dopted by the heads of leading 
firms as well as to the creation of 
the National Government and tem- 
porary relinquishment of the gold 
standard. 

It is impossible to tell. But one 
thing is certain. British manufac- 
turers today have the chance oft a 
lifetime. United States trade is de- 
pressed. British trade is reacting 
as if to a spell. Lf the new sales- 
manship and the new ttitude to- 
ward foreign customers—so strongly 
adyocated by the Prince are develop- 
ed at the present time, Britain may 
derive lasting benefit from activity 
which is attributable to a témporary 
set of conditions. '

A Meck Khowed Word 


Britain’s So Called “Abandonment” 
Of Gold Standard Ts Absurd 
_ One word has béen miuch over-used, 
and even absurdly abused, in news- 
paper despatches and comment re- 
garding Great Britain’s recent finan- 
cial course. London’s decision to sus- 
pend specie payment has been fre- 
queiitly spoken of as an “abandon- 
ment” of the gold standard with all 
the mistaken suggestion of perman- 
ence which this word implies. Of 
course, the British Government's act 
is nothing of the sort. What is the 
very heart of England’s purpose- in 
refusing for a while, to allow gold to 
be shipped abroad? Obviously, it is to 
protect and conserve her present gold 
stock. Consequently, it is altogether 
wrong to suppose that that which 
Great Britain is striving to protect 
she is at one and the same time pro- 
posing to abandon. ; 
In. our opinion, there is not the - 

slightest possibility that England will 
ever forsake gold as her primary 
measure of value. The most that 
can happen will be a revalorization of 
the pound sterling at a somewhat re- 
duced level. Such a change-does not 
in the least, mean an abandonment of 
gold as the standard. It simply cre- 
ates a new relationship of exchange 
between gold and paper, and in this 
connection the most important thing 
for the good of world trade consists 
in the’ future ability of sterling to 
achieve final and enduring stabiliza- 
tion. Perhaps stability will be at- 
tained without any reduction of the 
old ratio; but in any case it will, in 
time, be fully achieved. Great Britain 
and the gold basis will stand firmly 
together.—Toronto Telegram.

Town Planning 
Banquet 


‘‘The future of. Canada depends 
upon the character of her people and 
not on her wealth,’’ stated Dr. Mc- 
Call, Principal of Alberta College, in 
a stirring address delivered before 
an audience of nearly 200 people at 
Lacombe on Thursday evening, Nov. 
Gbh. Dr. McCall was the main 
speaker at a Board of Trade ban- 
quet at which a large delegation of 
members of the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce were guests, and which 
followed a convention of Town Plan- 
ning Commissioners. 

Thirty representatives from  var- 
ious localities of Central Alberta 
were present at this conference which 
was called for the purpose of ex- 
changing views, discussing work al- 
ready accomplished, and drawing up 
plans for the future. Resolutions 
were passed as folbows: 

1 That Councils of Municipalities 
be encouraged to pass zoning by- 
laws restricting all that area within 
a two mile zone surrounding a zoned 
urban area to an Agricultural class- 
ification or use. H 

2 That this Conference record its 
appreciation of the action of one of 
the large Grain Elevator Companies 
of Western Canada in preparing to 
improve and beautify seyeral hun- 
dred elevator sites; and recommends 
that other Elevator Companies and 
Railway companies concerned be so 
advised and What every effort be 
made to encourage similar action on 
the part of other elevator companies. 

3 That the Councils of affected 
communities be urged to take such 
steps as may from time to time en- 
courage the moving of outlying 
dwellings and thus reduce the cost 
of installing utilities and in the case 
of buildings or houses in the more 
settled portions of the community 
that are not in keeping with adjoin- 
ing development or that may consti- 
tute a fire hazard to unge their re- 
location in districts suited to their 

4. That this Conference does 
heartily endorse the recent findings 
of the Pacific Northwest Association 
of Town Planning Commissions at its 
fourth annual conference in Vancou- 
ver B.C. to the effect that: ‘‘The 
progress made in Alberta has been 
made possible by a Central Board of 
Control with jurisdiction over the 
whole provinee’’, 

And thtat this Conference does fur- 
ther recommend that the activities 
of the Alberta Provincial Town and 
Rural Planning Advisory Board be 
encouraged ag a most desirable ec- 
onomic measure. 

5 That this Conference Record its 
hearty appreciation of the splendid 
work accomplished by Mr. Horace 
Seymour and ‘his staff in carrying 


out the Town Planning and beauti- 
fying the cities, towns and ‘villages 
of the Province, under the Town 
Flanning Act.

We had come to 
rely too easily upon the glib state- 
ments of professional optimists— 
statements which touched our vanity, 
our pride of country and city, which 
tickled us because they were the sort 
of remarks that warmed our too in- 
flammable hearts. Two or three 
years ago a man who suggested that 
all was not right with the world was 
looked upon as a grouch. We had 
forgotten that ‘‘Words are the 
daughters of Earth, but things are 
the sons of Heaven.’’ 

The Ottawa Cjtizen, commenting 
on the upturn in the economic out- 
look, remarks in a current editorial: 

Today, there is a definite rise 

in public confidence. What is 
the cause of it? It is due, we 
believe, to circumstances that thie 
statesmen and the business lead- 
ers, as already suggested, have 
profoundly changed their out- 
look. They have ceased to issue 
reassuring but empty statements 
‘to the effect that all was well if 
‘the public would only be patient, 
and in place of this mode of 
thought have substituted a fac- 
ing of realities. In other words, 
they have dropped the vain pos- 
ture of crying for the inflated 
moon of 1929 ‘prosperity and 
have begun to look forward in- 
stead of backwards. 

The Citizen traces the influence of 
this change in attitude in Canada, 
the United States, Great Britain, on 
the Buropean continent and in in- 
ternational relations. lk points out 


that at least the leaders are facing 
the problems of today in terms of 
the future, rather than issuing vain 
prophecies. 

It is beginning to appear as if 
the depression has constituted a great 
step forward in our civilization. It 
will, if we do mot forget.
